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Activists seeking controversial judge’s recall get the good old courtroom runaround

T he northeast corner on the 

second floor of Orange County 
Superior Court in Santa Ana 
was bustling with activity the 
morning of March 11,2011. Television- 
news cameras faced young men in sports 
coats, their respective lawyers standing 
behind them. Ringing the entire room 
were men and women from college 
through grandparent ages with blue tape 
over their mouths, creating quite the spec¬ 
tacle for jurors, lawyers and defendants 
riding the nearby escalators. 

The arraignment had just been contin¬ 
ued for the so-called “Irvine 11,” Muslim 
students facing misdemeanor counts for 
disrupting a February 2010 speech at UC 
Irvine by Israel’s ambassador to the United 
States. Lawyers for the students accused 
the Orange County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) of violating their clients’ free- 
speech rights with the prosecution. Taking 
it all in behind the news cameras were the 
case’s lead prosecutor Dan Wagner and 
OCDA chief of staff Susan Kang Schroeder. 

Fast-forward to the morning of May 
Day 2015. Cameras were set up in the 
same spot, as they have been for so many 
news conferences over the years. It was 
much more subdued than it had been 
four years ago. There were no demonstra¬ 
tors or OCDA representatives, only a few 
plainclothes sheriff’s deputies. But before 
the three people who would be meeting 
the press reached the escalators leading 
to the second floor, sheriff’s marshals 
informed them that presiding Judge 
Glenda Sanders had ordered them out. An 
apologetic Lieutenant Jeff Hallock, the 
sheriff’s spokesman, broke the news to 
the media that the gathering would have 
to move outside to the courtyard, a public 
spot that Sanders can’t control. 

It capped a disappointing morning 
for Bryan Scott, Patricia Wenskunas and 
Diane Brewer, who had envisioned a 
media moment every bit as solemn as the 
one Team Irvine 11 staged four years ago. 
Scott, chairman of the grassroots Remove 
Judge M. Marc Kelly From the Bench, 
said the veteran jurist’s calendar of late 
has made it difficult to pin down exactly 
when he would be in his Santa Ana court¬ 
room. But after receiving late word Kelly 
would be there Friday morning, Scott 
joined Wenskunas, founder/CEO of the 
Crime Survivors nonprofit, and child¬ 
hood sexual-assault victim Brewer in try¬ 
ing to serve the judge a notice in person 
that they are formally seeking his recall 
because of a perceived light prison sen¬ 
tence given to a child rapist. 

The trio was unsuccessful, being redi¬ 
rected to the office of the courthouse’s gen¬ 


eral counsel, who accepted the recall docu¬ 
ments on Kelly’s behalf. Although the notice 
only required 20 signatures, 40 people 
had signed, including crime survivors and 
county supervisors Todd Spitzer, Michelle 
Steel and Shawn Nelson. It accuses Kelly 
of making “unacceptable and unilateral 
reductions of criminal sentences or punish¬ 
ments of criminals convicted of heinous sex 
crimes committed against a minor or child.” 

According to Orange County Registrar 
of Voters Neal Kelley, after the registrar’s 
office approves the petition within the 
next couple of weeks, recall advocates 
will have 160 days to collect a minimum of 
90,829 verifiable signatures to force a spe¬ 
cial election as soon as February 2016. 

Kelly’s crime, in the eyes of the activ¬ 
ists: reducing a state-mandated 25-years- 
to-life sentence for Kevin Jonas Rojano- 
Nieto, who was convicted in December of 
sodomizing a 3-year-old female relative in 
a Santa Ana garage. Citing probation and 
psychological reports that suggested the 
20-year-old was remorseful and would 
likely not re-offend—as well as pleas for 
mercy from the woman who is the mother 
of both the defendant and the victim— 
Kelly ruled on April 3 the mandatory 
sentence would be unconstitutional and 
instead ordered a 10-year prison term. 

T he criticism of Kelly mostly 
comes down to his saying 
Rojano-Nieto “was playing 
video games as [the child] 
wandered into the garage. He inexplica¬ 
bly became sexually aroused but did not 
appear to consciously intend to harm 
[the victim] when he sexually assaulted 
her.... There was no violence or callous 
disregard for [the victim’s] well-being.” 

Rojano-Nieto did not “stalk” the girl 
like the usual child predator, Kelly added. 

The judge, who reportedly received 
death threats and has had police protec¬ 
tion at his home, is prohibited by ethical 
rules from commenting on his decision. 

No such rules apply to veteran defense 
attorney Paul Meyer, president of the 
Orange County Criminal Defense Bar 
Association (OCCDBA). Meyer sent a 
statement to the press as Friday’s news 
conference was going on, claiming a recall 
election will cost taxpayers $2.4 million. 

“The victim’s family asked for a reduced 
sentence, and the court-appointed experts 
provided support,” Meyer said. “Judge 
Kelly listened to them. The case is now 
on appeal. Why not wait for an appellate 
decision? What if the appeal shows that 
Kelly was right? The OCCDBA Board 
urges, ‘Don’t sign the [recall] petition. 
Don’t throw away $2.4 million of taxpayer 


money. Let the judicial system work.’” 

Meyer called the recall campaign “an 
attack on all judges. Judge Kelly was a 
tough prosecutor and is now a tough 
judge. He earned the respect of the 
lawyers and judges in this county. It is a 
shame to see special interests drive a recall 
campaign that has little to do with one 
case, and more to do with raw politics.” 

As for the raw politics that sent the 
media and the recall activists outside on 
a hot, sunny day, Sanders cited a long- 
ignored policy that one must obtain writ¬ 
ten permission before holding a press 
conference inside the courthouse. Hallock 
explained the way it was put to him was 
that without the policy, a homeless person 
could call a “press conference” every day 
and essentially live inside the courthouse. 
But a journalist informed Hallock that not 
only did this not look good from a public- 
relations standpoint for Kelly or the other 
Orange County Superior Court judges, 
who appeared to be pulling rank, but 
also it was setting an awful precedence 
because all future press conferences will 
require permission first. 

In their remarks outdoors, Scott and 
Wenskunas thanked the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment for its handling of the relocation. 
Both then got to the matter at hand. 

“The victim is living a life sentence,” said 
Wenskunas, squinting in the sun, as Brewer 
held a photo of herself in 1980, at 3, the age 
when she was molested, just like Rojano- 


Nieto’s victim. Brewer later explained she 
was there on behalf of all child victims. 

When Scott went before the stand 
that held microphones from KFI, KNBC, 
KTLA and FOX 11, among others, he 
noted his online campaign against Kelly 
began from his sofa because the judge’s 
ruling was so “outrageous” and “the sexu- 
alization of children must stop.” 

As sweat bubbles formed on his bald 
head, Scott accused Kelly of “refusing 
any responsibility for the process. Essen¬ 
tially, taxpayers had to foot the bill for 
Judge Kelly to receive his notice of intent 
to recall him.” 

As for the criticism that a recall threat¬ 
ens an independent judiciary and judicial 
discretion, Scott says Kelly could have 
framed a sentence of 25 years to life as 
lenient compared to the maximum-allowed 
term of 35 years to life. While the activist 
says he feels for the mother of the defen¬ 
dant and the victim, he believes protecting 
the public trumps sympathy for the family. 

Earlier, while walking to the courtyard, 
it was mentioned to Scott that the Irvine 
11 were able to hold their press conference 
on the exact spot he intended to host his 
own. His reply: “Of course.”

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Recent proof of prosecutorial 
misconduct mirrors OCDA's bad old days

AFTER A FRIDAY NIGHT OF 

eating pizza, drinking booze, dancing and 
smoking hashish with friends in Laguna Beach, 
20-year-old Ginger Lorraine Fleischli disap¬ 
peared. Two days later, farm workers discov¬ 
ered Fleischli’s corpse in a sleeping bag buried 
in an Irvine field, just 10 miles away. Her killer 
used a knife to stab her five times in the head 
near her right ear. DNA analysis also showed 
she’d had intercourse shortly before her death. 

The gruesome, Sept. 12,1981, crime didn’t 
originally garner much attention outside of 
Southern California, but 33 years later, the 
case still reverberates in courthouses and law 
schools throughout the nation. But its noto¬ 
riety didn’t originate from outstanding law- 


enforcement work. To win convictions against 
two men—including the death penalty for one 
defendant—an Orange County prosecutor 
employed tactics abhorrent to critics across 
the political spectrum. 

Inside the Orange County district attor¬ 
ney’s office (OCDA), however, the cheating 
didn’t prompt apologies or spark reforms. On 
the contrary, the prosecutorial villain in the 
Fleischli case, Mike Jacobs, became a celebrity 
among his colleagues, who were awed by his 
aggressiveness. In one of his first acts upon 
election to DA in 1998, Tony Rackauckas— 
then a 55-year-old former prosecutor and 
superior court judge—rewarded Jacobs with a 
promotion to his management team. 






D uring a rare cool, drizzling 
day in late April, Rackauckas 
hosted the Orange County 
Victims’ Rights March & 
Rally in Santa Ana. The 
DA’s annual event, now in its seventh year, 
has become a well-choreographed public- 
relations spectacle for TV news people, 
with music, banners, testimonials by a few 
victims and speeches by politicians eager 
to align themselves with law enforce¬ 
ment. At this event, the now-72-year-old 
Rackauckas hailed his own “40-year fight” 
for criminal-justice reform. He declared, 
“Orange County is and has always been the 
place where reform begins.” 

The statement was an act of defiance, 
but not because of the Fleischli case. An 
unrelated ethical dispute prompted Rack¬ 
auckas and Jacobs to part ways long ago. 
Yet, this county—with a population larger 
than 20 states—is once again in the midst 
of a monumental criminal-justice-system 
scandal. Prosecution-team shenanigans 
have marred at least 36 recent or ongoing 
cases, including five death-penalty trials. 
The plots involve winning convictions 
with a triple courthouse whammy: using 
jailhouse informants to violate constitu¬ 
tional protections for in-custody defen¬ 
dants, hiding exculpatory evidence and 
committing perjury to cover up the tactics. 

It’s not just defense lawyers, law profes¬ 
sors, crime victims, justice-reform orga¬ 
nizations and journalists who are alarmed 
by the revelations in the past 15 months. 

In March, Superior Court Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals made an unprecedented, 
historic move after announcing he’d lost 
confidence in Orange County homicide 
and gang prosecutors to obey simple legal 
rules of conduct. Goethals, a onetime 
prosecutor and campaign contributor 
to the DA, recused Rackauckas and his 
entire staff from People v. Scott Dekraai, 
the capital case stemming from the 2011 
Seal Beach salon massacre. 

Though visibly peeved by negative media 
coverage, Rackauckas is sticking to the deja 
vu playbook he used decades ago in the 
Jacobs fiasco. He denied any prosecuto¬ 
rial misconduct. But the Fleischli case and 
today’s OCDA messes are eerily similar in 
their manipulation of the criminal-justice 
system with the misuse of informants to tilt 
trials in the government’s favor. Will way¬ 
ward prosecutors ever clean up their acts? 

F inding suspects in Fleischli’s 
murder was not difficult. 
Police arrested two of several 
men who’d partied with her 
before her disappearance, 
David William Leitch and Thomas Martin 
Thompson. An intermittent Fleischli par¬ 
amour, the violence-prone, unemployed 
Leitch had threatened to kill the victim 
10 days before her demise because he 
believed she was disrupting his attempts 
to rekindle a marriage to a woman on the 
verge of receiving a large personal-injury 
settlement. Thompson, his roommate in 
a coastal Laguna Beach apartment near 
Pacific Coast Highway, was a photogra¬ 
pher with a clean criminal record. He said 


he’d had sex with Fleischli, passed out 
after consuming copious amounts of alco¬ 
hol and hash, and didn’t wake up until the 
next morning. 

Jacobs’ case had strengths. Thompson 
initially told minor lies when questioned. 
The crime lab found his DNA in the vic¬ 
tim’s vagina. Forensic testing also linked 
Leitch’s shoes to prints found at the burial 
spot, as well as fibers on the corpse to 
ones located in his pickup truck. 

OCDA charged both men with rape 
and murder. During the preliminary 
hearing, prosecutor Daniel Brice voiced 
his version of the crime, claiming Leitch 
was the “only person” with a motive and 
“recruited” Thompson to assist. To bol¬ 
ster that stance, Brice summoned four 
jailhouse informants to testify: Daniel 
Vogel, David Wright, Timothy Gravelle 
and Robert Evans. Each inmate claimed 
Thompson admitted he’d had consensual 


sex with Fleischli and afterward helped 
Leitch kill her. 

That narrative didn’t last, however. 

The office reassigned the case to Jacobs, 
who tried Thompson first, but dropped 
the first four informants in exchange for 
two new ones, Edward Fink and John Del 
Frate. This duo claimed Thompson con¬ 
fessed he’d raped Fleischli, then murdered 
her to cover up his sexual assault, and 
that Leitch aided only with the disposal 
of the corpse. In 1984, Jacobs successfully 
urged a jury to impose the death penalty 
against Thompson for committing rape 
and murder. 

Prosecutors are ethically mandated to 
seek justice through fair trials—not just 
engineer purported facts in an effort to 
win cases. But for Leitch’s trial, Jacobs 
abandoned the story he told to put 
Thompson on San Quentin State Prison’s 
death row. Reverting back to OCDA’s 
original version, he argued evidence 
proved beyond a reasonable doubt that 


Leitch murdered Fleischli. To do so, 
Jacobs sidelined Fink and Del Frate and 
instead used the original four informants. 
He also summoned Thompson’s defense 
witnesses to testify, the same ones he’d 
blocked from participating in the death- 
penalty case. 

“So we have to ask ourselves, ‘Why 
would Mr. Thompson murder Miss 
Fleischli alone in an apartment where he 
lived with no transportation, no means 
to move the body and wait for Mr. Leitch 
to come home to be an A-l witness for 
the murder of his ex-girlfriend?”’ the 
prosecutor asked—in direct contradiction 
of his argument at Thompson’s trial. “‘Is 
that reasonable or logical?”’ 

The tactic worked. In 1985, Jacobs won 
the case, and Leitch received a second- 
degree murder conviction with a term 
of 15 years to life. At the time, nobody 
understood the extent of the prosecutor’s 


cheating or could have known that OCDA 
would continue the same informant 
abuses to the present era. 

I nside a cluttered office on the 
top floor of an Eastern-bloc-, 
1970s-style government building 
in Santa Ana, Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders’ eyes 
don’t leave an important document as he 
fields multiple, rapid-fire work calls. But 
the process isn’t seamless. Not exactly a 
master of modern technology, Sanders—a 
Prius-driving husband and father of three 
overachieving kids—labors to figure out 
how to use his less-than-coveted-brand 
cell phone. “Oh, come on!” he pleads with 
the device before laughing at himself. 

But the 23-year attorney, a Chicago 
native who graduated from the University 
of Wisconsin and obtained his law degree 
from Emory University in Atlanta, doesn’t 
struggle to answer questions about 
Orange County’s festering informant 


scandal. Sanders possesses an encyclope¬ 
dic mind. Without looking at records, he 
can regurgitate names and dates, as well 
as the contents of police interviews, testi¬ 
mony, court rulings and obscure sections 
from old legal briefs. 

This expertise isn’t surprising. While 
simultaneously—and separately—repre¬ 
senting accused killers Dekraai and Daniel 
Wozniak, Sanders became curious about 
suspicious law-enforcement moves and 
what he perceived to be a lack of trans¬ 
parency. With law clerks, he spent a year 
digging and pieced together more than 
60,000 pages of records to outline how 
prosecution teams, including Sheriff San¬ 
dra Hutchens’ deputies inside the Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD), 
secretly used informants, and then hid the 
evidence unless it benefited the govern¬ 
ment’s trial position. In late 2014, he awed 
defense lawyers across the state when he 


discovered OCSD operates a clandestine, 

25-year-old records system called TRED. 
The system contains exculpatory data for 
defendants, but agency officials had con¬ 
sidered the database outside the reach of 
court orders for discovery. 

According to Sanders, he so far has 
found 18 cases of prosecution teams 
improperly withholding informant 
records from the defense, and he wonders 
how many more examples remain hidden. 
The callousness of the process isn’t only 
seen in the Thompson matter, but also in 
the case of Luis Vega, a 14-year-old boy 
accused of attempted murders. Prosecu¬ 
tors kept Vega in custody for two years 
until 2010, long after they received valid 
informant evidence of his innocence. 

The DA’s reaction to the revelations 
hasn’t been appreciative. Trying to capital¬ 
ize on unsavory stereotypical images of 
ambulance-chasing defense lawyers, Rack¬ 
auckas wants the public to believe Sanders

SANDERS 


is the person gaming the system 
and unfairly tarnishing his 
prosecutors. Meanwhile, since 
November, his office has quietly 
dropped or reduced sentences in 
four murder and attempted-mur¬ 
der cases rather than risk addi¬ 
tional embarrassing disclosures 
of cheating that trials would have 
likely produced. 

It’s safe to say that at the 
DA’s headquarters, Sanders 
is the most loathed person on 
the planet. Prosecutors insist 
their courtroom opponent is 
too quick to see imaginary conspiracies. 
He doesn’t care. Sanders is offended 
Rackauckas, Hutchens and their staffs 
claim ignorance of the abuses as excuses 
for avoiding needed reforms. “OCDA 
and OCSD officials have had a collec¬ 
tive commitment to defying discovery 
[of evidence] laws,” says Sanders. “They 
possess a deeply entrenched mindset of 
ignoring the unreliability of informants, 
the improper use of informants and the 
concealment of informant evidence dur¬ 
ing trials.” 


W ith Thompson await¬ 
ing execution, a state 
appellate panel, the 
California Supreme 
Court and Governor 
Pete Wilson couldn’t find anything trou¬ 
bling about the death-penalty conviction. 
Indeed, Wilson said it would be “an abso¬ 
lute tragedy and a travesty of justice” to 
upset the case. But in 1997, judges at the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit 
were aghast. They attributed the lack of a 
fair trial to extensive shenanigans by Jacobs 
and defense lawyer Ron Brower, who was 
trying to get hired as a deputy district attor¬ 
ney while representing Thompson. 

According to the federal judges, Brower’s 
performance had been “constitutionally 
deficient” by failing to effectively challenge 
the informants’ veracity as well exploit¬ 
ing holes in Jacobs’ case. For example, the 
court observed key forensic evidence the 
defense lawyer failed to advise jurors about: 
“Both the lack of [semen] drainage [from 
the victim’s vagina onto the crotch of her 
pants] and the infrequent sperm suggested 
that Fleischli had douched or washed after 
sex, consistent with consensual sex, but not 
with rape” followed by murder. 

The ineptitude plus what they saw 
as Brower’s shifty, post-trial explana¬ 
tions alarmed the judges because of the 
dire stakes. “Brower somehow found it 
unnecessary to pursue readily available 
evidence that would have undermined 
the state’s rape case,” they ruled. “Absent 
Brower’s ineffectiveness, the outcome of 
Thompson’s trial would in all probability 
have been different—he most likely would 
not have been convicted of the rape or the 
rape special circumstance, and therefore 
could not have been sentenced to die.”

Jacobs’ tactics also “fatally” under¬ 
mined confidence in the conviction, 
according to the federal judges. They 
opined, “A prosecutor cannot, in order to 
convict two defendants at separate tri¬ 
als, offer inconsistent theories and facts 
regarding the same crime.” 

Labeling Jacobs’ scheme unethical 
wasn’t a close call; the court ruled it fla¬ 
grantly violated the “bedrock” of “well 
established” due process principles. 

The judges also slammed the prosecu¬ 
tor for hiding two key pieces of exculpa¬ 
tory evidence from the defense and the 
jury. After his arrest, Leitch told police 
he’d arrived home at 3 a.m. on the night 
of Fleischli’s death and found Thomp¬ 
son engaged with her in consensual sex 
before he left. The statement increases 
in potency considering it did not help 
Leitch’s case. 

During Thompson’s trial, the only 
alleged evidence of a rape was provided by 
Fink, whom Jacobs told the jury was credi¬ 
ble. He also vouched for Del Frate. “There’s 
no reason whatsoever they have to lie,” the 
prosecutor said during closing arguments. 
“There’s no motive to fabricate.” 

Jacobs’ assertion misled the jury. Del 
Frate, known by relatives as “a pathologi¬ 
cal liar,” attributed to Thompson’s sup¬ 
posed confession erroneous information 
contained in newspaper articles. The 
prosecutor also kept secret that Fink—a 
heroin addict and career criminal—had 
plenty of motive to tell the prosecutor 
what he wanted to hear. For years, his 
snitching for law-enforcement agen¬ 
cies in Orange County, Long Beach and 
Los Angeles had resulted in a long list of 
perks. Hidden records show cops gave 
him special transportation, easier bail 
terms, shorter jail sentences, cash, in- 
custody housing perks and occasionally 
allowed him to escape charges after being 
caught committing crimes. Telling the 
jury his motive for squealing on Thomp¬ 
son was based on heartfelt sympathy for 
the victim he’d never met, Fink denied 
receiving any benefits for aiding Jacobs, 
who quietly lifted the informant’s parole 
violation hold after receiving his help. 

Another piece of explosive evidence 
never reached the Thompson defense 
despite legal mandates. OCDA’s “infor¬ 
mant index” carried a formal entry made 
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a year before Jacobs 
employed Fink. It stated, 
“Unreliable operator.” 

Summing up their con¬ 
tempt for the prosecutor’s 
conduct, the federal judges 
observed he “manipulated 
witnesses and evidence” in 
a “desire to win at any cost.” 



F or several 

decades, Mark 
Scott Cleve¬ 
land served as 
an informant 
who helped Rackauckas 
win convictions in the 1980s 
when he worked as a dep¬ 
uty DA. OCDA has called 
Cleveland as a witness on 
multiple occasions over the 
years. Though the agency’s 
informant index listed him 
as a “problem informant” 
who “cannot be trusted,” 
those assertions were rarely 
shared with defense law¬ 
yers. In fact, prosecutors— 
including Marc Rosenberg, 
now a high-ranking super¬ 
visor known for his gruff, 
hardball mindset—used 
Cleveland to claim he’d 
heard damning jailhouse 
confessions and vouched 
for his credibility. 

This informant is unquestionably part 
of the county’s criminal-justice legacy. 

In April 1989, the Los Angeles Times 
published “Jailhouse Snitches: Trad¬ 
ing Lies for Freedom.” The news article 
quoted Steve Vulpis, then an LA County 
Jail inmate, who admitted he and other 
informants told prosecutors anything they 
wanted to hear in order “to go home.” 

The story also quoted one informant 
from OC: Cleveland. He was blunt in his 
assessment of courtroom shams con¬ 
ducted by other snitches and sponsored 
by the government, saying, “A way you can 
get around maybe not being able to get 
a confession right away [from a targeted 
inmate] is create one.” 

F ollowing the Ninth Circuit’s 
potent rebuke of the fairness 
of Thompson’s trial, the case 
landed at the U.S. Supreme 
Court in April 1998. Chief 
Justice William Rehnquist’s 5-4 major¬ 
ity at the time had spent years erecting 
a series of legal hurdles protecting state 
prosecutors from claims by wronged 
defendants. Critically, this majority of jus¬ 
tices backed tough procedural measures 
designed to block lower federal appellate 
courts from stepping in to protect indi¬ 
viduals whose constitutional rights had 
been trampled. 

Rehnquist’s majority didn’t care that 
Thompson’s lawyer failed to meet constitu¬ 
tionally minimal defense standards or that 
Jacobs used two contradictory theories. 
They weren’t troubled the prosecutor hid 
potentially trial-changing evidence. They

conceded the two informants had little or 
no credibility. They even ignored a remark¬ 
able amicus brief filed by seven pro-death- 
penalty federal and state prosecutors, 
who urged them to call off the execution 
because of Jacobs’ ethical breaches. 

“There are many disturbing aspects to 
the convictions and death sentence ren¬ 
dered and upheld in Thompson’s case that 
leave us little confidence that the death 
penalty is appropriate in this case,” the 
prosecutors wrote. 

Rehnquist and his allies weren’t dis¬ 
turbed. In a polarizing ruling, the court 
rejected the appeal based on a techni¬ 
cal blunder. Neither Thompson nor his 
lawyers erred. Ninth Circuit judges com¬ 
ing to the defendant’s aid inadvertently 
missed a deadline to challenge the state’s 
execution order, a point the court deemed 
outrageous. Besides, Thompson’s appeals 
should have been halted early in the pro¬ 
cess because, the court declared, he could 
not prove his innocence to Jacobs’ charges. 

n 2007, OCDA prosecutor Dan 
Wagner won a conviction against 
Anthony R. Navarro Jr. for alleg¬ 
edly ordering the execution-style 
murder of Buena Park trucking 
company owner David Montemayor 
five years earlier. Navarro, an admitted 
Mexican Mafia associate with onetime 
upper-level organized-crime authority 
in the San Fernando Valley, had claimed 
he couldn’t have participated in the gang 
hit because the Mexican Mafia (a.k.a. La 
Erne) wanted him dead for working as a

law-enforcement informant. 

It was true he bravely served the FBI, 
the Los Angeles Police Department 
(LAPD) and the Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF) agency. Navarro, who 
is credited with foiling a plan to kill an 
undercover LAPD cop and infiltrating 
a Mexican drug cartel, also snitched on 
the Montemayor case (see “Dial Erne 
for Murder,” April 17). On two separate 
occasions, he’d called to alert officers to a 
pending Orange County murder-for-hire 
plot involving a businessman. 

Wagner claimed the contacts were a 
ruse to concoct a defense, that to support 
the death-penalty conviction, his prosecu¬ 
tion team hid two unambiguous docu¬ 
ments—including a copy of the Mexican 
Mafia’s hit list—that backed Navarro’s 
defense. Asked (last year by Sanders and 
this year by the Weekly ) why the deci¬ 
sive evidence never found its way to the 
defendant’s lawyers for trial, Wagner said 
he couldn’t recall. More recent efforts to 
interview the prosecutor failed. Navarro 
awaits execution. 

n July 13,1998, all the 
potential judicial and polit¬ 
ical roadblocks to Thomp¬ 
son’s lethal injection finally 
vanished. California Attor¬ 
ney General Dan Lungren assured the 


public the system had worked perfectly 
and advised there was no cause for alarm. 
Lungren said, “Let there be no mistake 
about this, Mr. Thompson is a guilty man.” 

Shortly thereafter, inside San Quentin 
State Prison, a reportedly withdrawn 
Thompson, 43 years old and described 
by officials as “a model prisoner,” sat in 
a deathwatch cell with his reverend and 
ate his last meal: Alaskan king crab, salad, 
fried rice, spare ribs, a chocolate sundae 
and Coca-Cola. 

At 11:52 p.m., guards escorted him into 
the execution chamber and strapped him 
to a padded table. Outside the prison 
walls, more than 100 protesters holding lit 
candles and handmade posters gathered 
in the presence of TV-news camera crews. 
A catheter to deliver a fatal dose of nar¬ 
cotics—sodium pentothal, pancuronium 
bromide and potassium chloride—was 
plunged into Thompson’s arm. To the 
end, he maintained his innocence and 
blamed Leitch. One minute past midnight, 
the dose entered his body, taking less than 
four minutes to kill him. 


After the death, prison Warden Arthur 
Calderon released Thompson’s final 
statement: “For 17 years, the AG has been 
pursuing the wrong man. In time, he will 
come to know this. I don’t want anyone to 
avenge my death. Instead, I want you to 
stop killing people. God bless.” 

V eteran deputy DAs like to 
roll their eyes in contempt 
at Sanders or mad dog him 
in courthouse elevators or 
chat unflatteringly about 
him when he’s present. A judge who once 
regularly said hello in hallways stopped 
doing so. Wary of OCDA retribution, some 
colleagues in the local defense bar fear 
being seen talking to him in public. 

But Sanders’ outrage isn’t based on a 
popularity contest. Besides, he’s focused 
on his clients: Dekraai and Wozniak, 
both of whom he agrees should be given 
terms of life in prison without the pos¬ 
sibility of parole for their crimes. He 
worries one or both might someday be 
executed followed by even greater rev¬ 


elations of additional prosecution team 
mischief to secure their deaths. And he’s 
pondering future capital cases here. 

“The defense bar’s ability to expose this 
misuse of informants, and thus protect 
defendants from conviction based in part 
on illegal and dishonest activity, has been 
fatally compromised by law enforcement’s 
systematic concealment of evidence in 
this county,” he says. “Unfortunately, that 
history continues to the present day, with¬ 
out any sign that the OCDA, the OCSD or 
other law-enforcement agencies have the 
slightest intention of changing their meth¬ 
ods of operation.” 

Rackauckas believes Sanders is over¬ 
dramatizing the mess. The DA claims 
errors by his staff and police agencies 
can be solved by training sessions and 
increasing his annual budget. Part of 
that training is apparently nefarious. 

His deputies have spent the past six 
months demanding judges seal records 
so reporters cannot monitor question¬ 
able maneuverings. 

But Kate Corrigan, a former prosecu¬ 
tor and current defense attorney who 
serves as president of the local criminal 
defense bar, says the DA is fooling himself 
if he believes retraining is the only solu¬ 
tion. “The systematic problems [Sanders 
discovered] demonstrate that a major cul¬ 
tural change needs to occur throughout 
law enforcement in Orange County,” she 
said. “Internal educational programs are 
not enough.”

Bringing Poke to South County 

Fins Poke Fusion tries to introduce the food trend to Mission Viejo with great bowls

N ot too long ago, Fins Poke 

Fusion was an all-you-can-eat 
sushi bar called Sushi Zone. 
Even if you didn’t know this, 
it’s going to be obvious. The bar counter is 
still there, as are the stools, the old furni¬ 
ture and the waist-high cold display case 
over which you would’ve toasted the sushi 
chef with a frosty glass of Kirin if you’d 
been here a few months ago. 

I’d never been to Sushi Zone, but as I 
ate my poke bowl in Fins’ empty dining 
room on a Sunday afternoon, I noticed at 
least half of the people who walked up to 
the door hesitated when they saw the new 
menu board behind the hostess podium. 
“Is this still a sushi place?” one lady asked. 
“No, we serve poke now,” the cashier 
replied. “Would you like a sample?” 

Before he could reach the tiny metal 
trough next to the register where the samples 
were stored, the customer politely declined 
and went on her way. Did she not know that 
poke was the hottest food trend to hit our 
county since ice-cream-stuffed doughnuts? 
Or was this Hawaiian delicacy of raw, mari¬ 
nated, cubed fish still too new for the parts of 
America that only embraced sushi some 30 
years ago—a.k.a. South County? 

A few customers did stay. And some, 
like me, came expressly for the poke. As 
with all new poke joints, comparisons 
to Anaheim’s Pokinometry— OC’s undis¬ 
puted poke king—are inevitable. Fins aims 
for the same young, mostly Asian subset of 
sushi consumer who has now moved on to 
poke bowls for a raw-fish fix. 

Sometime during our meal, the res¬ 
taurant owner came by to check on me. I 
asked about the place. He confirmed he’s 
one of the original partners of Sushi Zone; 


he switched to this concept because the 
margins on all-you-can-eat sushi were 
too razor-thin. He’s not just gambling the 
house on poke; he’s also hedging his bet 
on Korean tacos a la Kogi, including one 
featuring a soft corn tortilla that cradles a 
wad of even softer bulgogi perfumed with 
the requisite sesame-oil-and-sugar sweet¬ 
ness of Korean barbecue. 

He also makes a taco with spicy chicken 
and another with shrimp tempura. All are 
good, each taco topped with shredded cab¬ 
bage and salsa, and dripping with a sauce 
that’s somewhere between Thousand 
Island and Asian ginger dressing. But the 
white fish taco is particularly exemplary— 
its delicate fingers of fish encased in an 
ethereal tempura batter so light it melts. 

For something more substantial, he piles 
the same taco proteins onto rice bowls. 

A favorite of mine is the spicy chicken: 
chopped squares of red-tinged meat paired 
with avocados, sweet pickled celery and 
cucumbers over a hill of warm rice moist¬ 
ened by a sauce that has hints of gochujang. 

As a side order, a generous basket of 
still-crisp and squeaky flash-fried tem¬ 
pura green beans for $3 is a good choice, 
as well as a recent menu addition of jala- 
peno poppers (which didn’t actually use 
jalapenos at all, but rather a more slen¬ 
der, subtler chile—most likely shishito) 
deep-fried in batter, splayed open, stuffed 
with Japanese mayo-dressed imitation 
crab, then broiled to a golden brown. 

The latter is a thoughtful, carefully made 
appetizer deserving of a better name 
than the one it shares with the gut bombs 
Jack in the Box sells for about the same 
price. In the coming weeks, Fins will also 
start offering unagi sandwiches—some¬ 


thing I’ve never seen even Kogi or Pokin¬ 
ometry attempt. 

But the reason you should go now is 
the poke. Unlike Pokinometry, you order 
it off the menu, not in an assembly line. 
You need only decide on the base (salad 
greens, seasoned sushi rice or brown rice), 
the fish (salmon, tuna, or both for an addi¬ 
tional surcharge), and the sauce (a creamy 
spicy mayo, a house ponzu blend, or a 
sesame soy). The soft drinks are dispensed 
from self-serve fountains in what used to 
be an employees-only area. And though 
there’s a dollar surcharge for virtually 
every add-on, from avocado to octopus, 
each bowl is generously constructed with 
artisan care behind the sushi bar by the 
owner and his assistant. 

Still, why is poke such a tough sell 
here? Are people in South County just 
used to what they’re used to? That same 
afternoon of my first visit, the owner 
took it upon himself to get people to try 
it. I saw him walk across the parking lot 
to approach a pair of women headed to 
the gym next door, a sample in his out¬ 
stretched hand. They smiled and waved 
him off. “Maybe next time,” they told 
him. Undeterred, he marched into his 
restaurant, then came back out with two 
of his employees. They put up a tent and 
unfurled a huge banner that read, “Free 
Samples.” I hope this review will do a bet¬ 
ter job in helping him get the word out.

Some Greeks 
Like It Hot

n my nearly 15 years of reviewing res¬ 
taurants, I've never come across the 
Greek hot sauce Akropolis in Newport 
Beach offers in ramekins on all of its 
tables. It reminds me of Chinese- and 
Mexican-style oil salsas, but it has 
nowhere near the heat: The Greek ver¬ 
sion tastes more like a dense, slightly 
spicy barbecue sauce. Red, muddy and 
wonderful, it's a traditional Greek condi¬ 
ment, the owners say, made from olive 
oil and peppers—but why don't other 
local Greek restaurants carry it? 

It's all about Akropolis' audience. It's 
on the Balboa Peninsula, which means 
the core customers are tourists and 
bros. As a result, hamburgers and pizzas 
dominate the menu—the former are 
half-pound beasts with a fluffy bun and a 
house dressing featuring a tzatziki tang, 
the latter more Americanized yet stand¬ 
ing out in one of OC's most pizza-heavy 
ZIP codes with its girth, cheese stretch 
and crust. That hot sauce is perfect 
for smearing on the pizza, for covering 
each hamburger bite, for drowning the 
fat, crispy French fries. It's such a subtly 
stunning hot sauce that I didn't even 
bother with the serranos in my pocket 
that I usually take when reviewing cui¬ 
sines I don't associate with heat. 

And that sauce goes wonderfully 
with the rest of Akropolis' menu, which 
features the gyros and moussakas 
and spanakopitas you'd expect at any 
Greek eatery, as well as more refined 
dishes. Atana shrimp finds the crusta¬ 
cean bathed in a tomato-cream sauce 
spiked with white wine—tangy, hearty, 
perfect. Steaks and lamb chops get 
presented with all the care they would 
at a Mastro's, but at half the cost and 
five times the taste. There's even a full 
pasta menu that'll make you wonder 
why more Greek restaurants cede the 
game to the Italians. 

It's these touches that show Akropolis 
aspires to be something more than a 
mere feed station for the tanned set. So 
go try that hot sauce—the best thing to 
hit the Peninsula since Segways.

A Veritable Taiwanese Feast 

Chicken and pork noodle soup at Yu’s Garden 


A t many restaurants, $20 buys 
a limp salad and a couple 
of drinks for dinner. At Yu’s 
Garden in Irvine, that same 
amount buys a Taiwanese feast. (It’s a 
$20 minimum purchase to use your credit 
card because who carries cash?) Order 
your meal to go, and you’ll choose from a 
buffet of ready-made hot and cold dishes 
that beckon with bright colors and aro¬ 
mas; order in, and decide from a menu 
board that spans the length of said buf¬ 
fet. Its headings list an array of seafood, 
beef, pork and vegetarian meals and sides, 
though the chicken section inexplicably 
contains only two (delicious) chicken 
preparations. Whatever and however you 
order, you’ll get an obscene amount of 
cheap, no-frills comfort food. 

The best offering at Yu’s is the chicken 
and pork noodle soup. Satisfying in its 
simplicity, it starts with a face-sized bowl 
nearly spilling over with al-dente noodles

and a light broth. That’s topped with 
bone-in hunks of fried chicken, a ground- 
pork mixture and spinach. The light broth 
is an ideal neutral base, as the soy-sauce- 
laden pork and the smoky chicken lend 
the dish its savor. The crispy chicken skin 
is reminiscent of the crackled exterior of 
lechon kawali or fried pork belly, while 
the spinach provides a much-needed bit¬ 
terness to cut through the soup’s richness. 
And that nebula of noodles takes the dish 
from hearty to rib-sticking. Save room, 
though: that $20 left you with a tableful of 
other dishes to work through.

GIVE VAPING 
A VOICE 

Tonv H*ushiuv 

As the FDA fast-tracks deliberation on how strictly to regulate the vaping 
industry, the consumer's voice has become increasingly important in balancing 
perceptions about vaping. The sheer popularity of vaping is a material threat to 
'big tobacco' whose misinformation and political capital is attempting to break 
the hearts and budgets of vapers globally. Consumers need to reach out to 
government and health officials in order to preserve their right to enjoy vaping 
- and they only have a short window of time in which to act. 


To me, the primary issue facing 
the vaping industry is how it is being 
defined. Health officials want vaping 
to be regulated and taxed on par with 
cigarettes. But, while all cigarettes 
can cause cancer (since they contain 
arsenic and tobacco), many vaping 
products contain 0% nicotine. 

An overwhelming amount of 
consumers have come to rely on 
the sensation of nicotine-free vaping 
as an effective smoking cessation 
strategy over nicotine gum and 
patches. Health researchers such 
as Thomas Glynn of the American 
Cancer Society and Michael Siegel 
of the Boston University School of 
Public Health have found vaping to 
be effective for smoking cessation 
purposes as well. 

The FDA should be educated on 
vaping facts so as not to play into the 
hands of big tobacco. By taxing vaping 
products the same as cigarettes, it is 
in the tobacco industry's best interest 
because there isn't enough of a profit 
margin, as of yet, due to limited 
economies of scale with vaping 
products. Further, even big tobacco's 
version of e-cigarettes are not on par 
with new industry devices because 
they all inherently contain nicotine. 

Lastly, Vapors.com, along with the 
best vaping brands in the industry, 
seriously consider consumers' 
personal safety despite the fact 
that the industry is unregulated. 


Unfortunately, the door is wide open 
for substandard products to infiltrate 
the market, such as unsanitary e-juice 
manufacturers and the counterfeit 
devices currently mass produced in 
China (in order to capitalize while 
the barriers of entry are nonexistent) 
with no quality assurance. Product 
defects have already occurred; they 
are unpredictable, and can result in 
serious injury. 

In order to mitigate liability and 
sustain trust with consumers, the 
best brands are setting high quality 
standards in anticipation of FDA 
standards. Such standards include 
producing e-juices that are formulated 
in "clean rooms" and meet state 
regulations for similar products with 
child safety caps and warning labels, 
and the manufacturing and sales 
of devices by brands that test their 
products. 

As rapidly as vaping has accelerated 
in its popularity and as an industry, it 
can be diminished just as quickly. 
Business owners may join active 
organizations such as SFATA.org to 
represent them. Consumers may join 
CASAA.org and learn more about 
how to get involved on May 9th 
and 10th, at the Vapors.com grand 
opening (14022 Edwards St. in 
Westminster), largest vape shop in 
Southern California. Vapers should 
use their voice - right now - to save 
what they enjoy so much.

Random observations from the 2015 Newport Beach Film Festival

I spied with my little eye Jake 

LaMotta on a Balboa Bay Club lanai 
overlooking Newport Harbor; the 
92-year-old smoked a cigar or ciga¬ 
rette and gazed at the lovelies drifting by 
The thing is, the 1949-51 middleweight 
champ and subject of Marty Scorsese’s 
brutally brilliant 1980 Raging Bull looks as 
if he could still kick my ass. He was tak¬ 
ing a break from the 2015 Newport Beach 
Film Festival’s invite-only sunset cocktail 
reception on April 25, hours before direc- 
tor/co-writer Martin Guigui’s feature film 
LaMotta: The Bronx Bull, based on the 
legend’s autobiography, rolled at South 
Coast Village in Santa Ana. 

Among the LaMotta co-stars is Tom 
Sizemore ( Natural Born Killers, Saving 
Private Ryan), who seemed amped-up at 
the party where Stellas, Tito’s Vodka, and 
delicious appetizers from the private Bay 
Club’s Waterline and A&O Kitchen+Bar 
restaurants were served. (NBFF spon¬ 
sors, all.) Festival CEO Gregg Schwenk 
had said before the cinematic extrava¬ 
ganza opened this year that the sprawling 
opening-night galas and nightly Spotlight 
parties, while great, don’t lend themselves 
to intimate interactions between film¬ 
makers and industry insiders. So this year, 
he introduced these small receptions. 

One cocktail table from the one Sizemore 
lorded over was Schwenk’s pal Jared Har¬ 
ris ( Mad Men’s Lane Pryce and Lincoln’s 
Ulysses S. Grant). The body language of 
the two actors at their respective posts 



certainly legitimized the stereotypes of 
loud Americans and reserved Englishmen. 

I ditched LaMotta for director Adam 
Mason’s oh-so-creepy Hangman in the 
other South Coast Village theater. Jeremy 
Sisto, who also co-edits, heads the solid 
cast of family members who are tor¬ 
mented by a serial killer whose only facial 
feature the audience sees is his whiskers- 
covered chin. Hangman provides a fresh 
new take on found-footage flicks with 
a story shown mostly via the nutjob’s 
hand-held camera and spy cameras he 
has hidden throughout the family’s two- 
story LA home. Sisto held his own camera 
on Mason and the other cast and crew 
members who stood in front of the movie 
screen for the post-screening audience 
Q&A. The bulk of the crowd’s questions 
were directed not at the star of ABC’s Sub- 
urgatory and A&E’s American remake of 
the excellent French series The Returned. 
They didn’t even mostly go to director 
Mason. No, everyone wanted to know 
what was going on with the shy actor 
who played the dialogue-less hangman, 
Eric Michael Cole, who truly seemed to 
squirm at the attention. 


At Island Cinemas the next afternoon, 

I could see in the lobby that Harris was 
posing for photos against the NBFF back¬ 
drop, as though a movie star or something. 
Schwenk had just led a separate talk in a 
different theater with the actor about his 
amazing career (as well as being the great 
Richard Harris’ son, one presumes). After 
Schwenk introduced me, I told Harris 
how much I enjoyed his interview on the 
WTF With Marc Maron podcast, which 
was recorded in the garage of the veteran 
standup comedian’s home in Highland 
Park. The actor replied that the Maron of 
IFC’s Maron was a rather “strange fellow” 
who seemed shy and withdrawn in his 
kitchen before the interview, but once the 
mics were hot, he lit up. I then told Harris 
I had just learned he directed the episode 
of Mad Men that was airing that night, that 
it was actually his directing debut. When 
he informed me there are only three epi¬ 
sodes of Man Men left, I got nervous about 
what to say next and blurted out some¬ 
thing like, “Remember when you were 
hanging on the door? That was awesome!” 
That caused a look of “Oh, no, fanboy” to

come over Harris’ face as I heard Schwenk 
remark, “Jared needs to get to his room.” 

That night, I attended the Big Newport 
screening of Gold, which comes from the 
country of Richard Harris’ birth, Ireland. 
Director/co-writer Niall Heery’s quirky 
dramedy is about a once-suicidal man 
(David Wilmot) who comes back into the 
life of his former sweetheart (Kerry Con¬ 
don), 12 years after she dumped him and 
took their daughter (Maisie Williams) with 
her. Gold is worth catching if you missed 
it, although I must confess that better than 
the film were the films-within-the-film of 
Frank the track coach, played by James 
Nesbitt, who you know more from dramas 
but obviously has solid comedy chops. 

My Monday began with an 11:15 a.m. 
screening of Miss India America at Island 
Cinemas. I expected a cliched teen com¬ 
edy we’ve seen a million times before, and 
husband-and-wife filmmaking team Ravi 
Kapoor and Meera Simhan did not... um 
... disappoint ? No, they most certainly did 
not! Maybe it was the talented young cast 
headed by Tiya Sircar and her partner in 
crime (literally), Kosha Patel, who had 


great comic timing and believability as 
friends. It could have been the game sup¬ 
port of Hannah Simone, a stunning beauty 
(and former U.N. human rights and refu¬ 
gee officer!) you may recognize from Fox’s 
New Girl. Or perhaps what roped me in 
was a story that was not only set in Orange 
County but, unlike The O.C. or Orange 
County, shot here. What I really suspect 
is the origin of my delight is Kapoor and 
Simhan’s breezy and confident script. Miss 
India America taps into the same win¬ 
ning multiculti mojo swirling around ABC 
comedies Black-ish and Fresh Off the Boat. 

I was still stuck inside the Triangle 
Monday night for Oliver Thompson’s Wel¬ 
come to Happiness, which was making its 
first screening anywhere. The existential 
dramedy summed up my 2015 festival 
experience. It was mostly brilliant; actu¬ 
ally, it could have been totally brilliant 
were it not for the moments that took me 
out of the picture. Thompson also wrote 
the story of children’s-book author Woody 
(Kyle Gallner), who is also the gate¬ 
keeper to a magical door in his apartment 
closet that he cannot enter but only lead 
preselected strangers through to some 
unknown destination. Nick Offerman is 
the knowing and mysterious landlord, and 
others you recognize in the cast include 
Frances Conroy, Paget Brewster, Josh 
Brener and so-hot-right-now Keegan- 
Michael Key (who pretty much steals the 
picture). Brener, who is in HBO’s Silicon 
Valley and (here it comes again) IFC’s 
Maron, attended the post-screening Q&A, 
where Thompson explained he was able 
to get the actor as well as Offerman, Brew¬ 
ster and Key through people he knows 
who know people who know them. You 
can see why those folks carved some hours 
out of their very busy schedules to partici¬ 
pate. Thompson was inspired by ABC’s 
Lost, I Heart Huckabees and Stranger Than 
Fiction, but his is a truly original story. 
What got in my way were the nods to Wes 
Anderson. At least twice, we had Happi¬ 
ness characters walking in slow motion 
to cranked-up music, several twinkly 
and whimsical musical interludes, and a 
camera making a quick zoom from actors 
on the ground to a closeup of the face of 
a different character looking down on 
them from above. Look, I love Anderson as 
much as the next girl, but Thompson’s un- 
Andersonized scenes revealed a singular 
voice and vision that did not deserve to be 
blurred by homage. I wish the first-timer 
trusted his filmmaking more. 

So what does that have to do with my 
overall festival experience? Come on, 
people, it’s as clear as the plot to Lostl

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OPENING 

THE D TRAIN Jack Black is going indistinct 
on us in The D Train, playing a smiling 
schlemiel, the nicest of nice guys, a chip¬ 
per townie whose life is centered around 
bringing everyone back for his twenty- 
year high school reunion. He's a husband 
and father, but the reunion seems to be 
the only thing that matters to him. Just 
why is never clear; this is one of those 
movies where any summary of the plot 
would demand frequent use of the words 
"for some reason." The film nudges us 
to find him ridiculous, but it also asks us 
to feel sorry for him when the rest of the 
alumni committee goes out for drinks 
without him. Problem is, the people hurt¬ 
ing his feelings are the first characters 
we can identify with: Can't we go to that 
bar, too, where people act like people, 
rather than follow this unfathomable drip? 
No, we have to follow Black's Dan as he 
pulls a reverse City Slickers, hightailing 
it to Los Angeles to corral Oliver Lawless 
(James Marsden), an actor in commer¬ 
cials who was once the high school's 
most popular dude, and secure his RSVP 
for the reunion. For some reason Dan 
tricks his boss into flying him out there 
under the guise of some potential windfall 
for their business—and the boss (Jeffrey 
Tambor) decides to tag along, meaning 
we get many scenes of the hoariest of 
sitcom setups: A liar comes this close to 
coming clean, but then can't. Still, there 
is a strong, surprising twenty-minute bro- 
mance in the middle that justifies the film's 
existence, if not its listlessness and famil¬ 
iarity. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 


HOT PURSUIT Sofia Vergara is built like 
an amphora, a living testament to the 
form ceramicists throughout the centu¬ 
ries have adored. In the fleet and glori¬ 
ously ridiculous comedy Hot Pursuit, 
Vergara plays Daniella Riva, a mobster's 
wife who needs to be escorted from San 
Antonio to Dallas, where she'll testify 
against the head of a major drug cartel. 
Uptight, by-the-book police officer Rose 
Cooper (Reese Witherspoon) has the job 
of getting her there safely, only to learn 
that crooked cops are hot on their trail. 
On the lam in Riva's red convertible, they 
dash into a roadside convenience store 
to buy new outfits, pose as traveling 
veterinarians, and circumvent a police 
roadblock by disguising themselves as 
a deer in the wild. As one does while 
on the lam. The flagrant silliness of Hot 
Pursuit is a plus, not a liability. Directed 
by Anne Fletcher—whose last picture 
was the underloved but therapeutically 
ingenious Seth Rogen-Barbra Streisand 
comedy The Guilt Trip—Hot Pursuit s a 
quiet triumph of tone and timing. Nearly 
every scene is cut at just the right point, 
often topped off with a fantastic kicker 
of dialogue. It's one thing for a charac¬ 
ter to laugh at herself; it's another for 
her to present herself as a pathetic, 
adorable creature in a lowball bid for 
laughs. You might think Witherspoon's 
peeking out from beneath a deer's head 
unduly compromises her dignity, but 
there's actually something ludicrously 
refreshing about it. She seems unafraid 
to cut loose, and she and Vergara make 
a terrific team. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 


ONGOING 

AGE OF ADALINE Blake Lively, quietly 
dazzling in pictures like The Town and 
the almost embarrassingly enjoyable 
Sisterhood of the Traveling Pants series, 
has been off the scene since Oliver 
Stone's 2012 Savages, presumably just 
living an actual life. She returns at last in 
Lee Toland Krieger's romantic melodrama 
The Age ofAdaline, playing a woman, 
born at the turn of the century, who 
miraculously survives a serious car acci¬ 
dent and, as the result of a half-magical, 
half-scientific fluke, is rendered age¬ 
less. That's not so bad, even if Adaline's 
daughter (Ellen Burstyn) eventually looks 
old enough to be her mother. The real 
problems kick in when Adaline falls in 
love with a hottie some 75 years her 
junior (Michiel Huisman), whose dad 
(Harrison Ford) wonders why his son's 
lithe young girlfriend looks so familiar. 
Actually, it's all way more innocent than 
it sounds: The Age ofAdaline is clearly 
striving for the starry intrigue of, say, The 
Time Traveler's Wife, and Lord knows we 
could use a good romantic weeper before 
the full-on summer-movie assault. But 
everything is just a little off: The plot is 
resolved too tidily, and Lively appears ill 
at ease—she's stiff and self-consciously 
ladylike, as if she were a little embar¬ 
rassed by the material. She does get 
to wear a nice assortment of vintage¬ 
looking dresses and cardigans, including 
a liquid burgundy evening gown that 
could have been borrowed from Barbara 
Stanwyck's wardrobe for The Lady Eve. 
Lively wears it well, but for now, at least, 
time isn't on her side. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

AVENGERS: AGE OF ULTRON 

Avengers: Age ofUltron is a complicated, 
ticking machine—a cuckoo clock under 
attack. Returning helmer Joss Whedon 
is earnestly trying to make a movie out 
of a bag of bolts: six stars, nine cameos, 
three enemies, and at least ten films to 
go before the climactic Avengers: Infinity 
War: Part II opens in May 2019. In Age 
ofilltron's opening tracking shot through 
a forest battlefield, you sense Whedon 
racing to cram it all in before the bell 
tolls. Age ofUltron doesn't bother with 
surprises. It simply is—a movie monolith 
for the devout. A Zen calm has overtaken 
the characters, who fight and flip without 
ever being short of breath. Laser bolts 
can miss them by inches, and they'll 
nonchalantly crack a joke about home 
remodeling, as though that seconds-ago 
near-death never happened. Though the 
whole planet is in peril—as ever—their 
attitude is so low-stakes that we forget, 
too. In the Age of Under-Slept Animators, 
blockbuster warfare is just a digital blur. 
Whedon, who also wrote the script, 
recognizes that fans come for the kicks 
but remember the quips. He wants to 
give us everything, and that he fits it all 
in is its own kind of feat. Age of Ultron is 
a middling film, yet it's so heavy with his 
sweat that it never feels like a lazy cash- 
in—which for a preordained summer 
megahit is an accomplishment. Whedon 
is a people-pleaser, the kind of old-school 
director who can confidently pivot 
between genres, even within the same 
film. I sometimes think Hollywood would 
better off with more master craftsmen like 
him, and fewer tortured geniuses aping 
Christopher Nolan. (Our film schools 
would certainly be emptier.) (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

EX MACHINA ExMachina is an egghead 
thriller with a scary selling point: It's a 
smart film about the shrinking divide 
between man and robot. It's also a hoot, 
an anti-comedy where all of the jokes 
double as threats, and vice versa. Ex 
Machina is the directorial debut of sci-fi 
screenwriter Alex Garland. It's the film 
version of an iPhone: small, expensive- 
looking, and a touch overhyped—plus 
an addictive sales pitch for whatever 
Garland makes next. Our hero is computer 
coder Caleb (Domhnall Gleeson), a ner¬ 
vous 26-year-old smartypants tasked by 
tech billionaire Nathan (Oscar Isaac) with 
investigating a robot named Ava (the sym¬ 
metrically perfect Swedish actress Alicia 
Vikander), who has big boobs, a see- 
through stomach, and a child's curiosity 
about the world beyond her locked living 
quarters. Nathan wants Caleb to see if 
she passes the Turing Test—can her mind 
pass for a human's? The film keeps us 
at a remove, asking us, too, to observe 
and deduce. But Caleb has a hardertime 
staying logical. As Ava and Caleb begin 
to bond, she covers her machinery with 
girlish dresses. Vikander's posture is so 
erect and her balletic walk so precise 
that she's convincing as a machine who's 
convincing as a human—she lets us 
understand why Caleb almost forgets 
about her circuitry, even as she reminds 
us to stay alert. Eventually, she'll ask 
Caleb a question he's afraid to answer: 
What will Nathan do with her if Caleb 
decides her wiring isn't perfect? The 
answer is inevitable. But the route Ex 
Machina takes to get there is full of fun 
detours—robot nudity, disco dancing, 
digressions on Jackson Pollock—that 
celebrate Garland's own imperfect chaos, 
an achievement worth applause. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

INSURGENT We're two films in to the 
kiddie-dystopia D/i/ergenffranchise, and 
Tris (Shailene Woodley) continues to 
flail against a post-apocalyptic city-state 
where all residents are divided into one 
of five biologically based clans: Amity, 
Abnegation, Dauntless, Candor, and 
Erudite. Outside of the system, there's a 
sixth class made up of the homeless and 
a seventh, furtive faction who register 
positive for the traits of all five tribes, 
classifying them as Divergent. The 
nicest thing you can say about sequel 
Insurgent is that no one involved in the 
making of it would test positive for the 
intelligent Erudites. But then original 
novelist Veronica Roth has, perhaps out 
of spite, reframed smart as evil. Headed 
by the wicked Jeanine (Kate Winslet), 
the Erudites launch a witch-hunt to ID 
and ghettoize—or worse—every hidden 
Divergent, including Tris, as she believes 
they're responsible for the nuclear war 
that wiped out all life outside the city's 
gates. Eventually, the plot throws up 
its hands. Terrible Things happen that 
threaten to destroy everything, but 
later, these fears are tidily resolved off¬ 
screen or proven not to be threats at all. 
One character has a change of heart 
that leads to a twist—which winds up 
changing absolutely nothing. Insurgents 
script refuses to let Tris show any of the 
positive traits her character supposedly 
possesses, especially intelligence. She 
simply charges ahead toward every 
telegraphed trap like a bull chasing 
a cape. "Meathead" characters like 
Dauntless Peter (Miles Teller) outwit her 
time after time, finally tsk-tsking—pos¬ 
sibly on behalf of the viewer—"I knew 


you were dumb, but..." (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

LITTLE BOY Did you know that there's a 
new family-audience feature film that 
implies God nuked Japan because one 
plucky American moppet dared to dream? 
That's no exaggeration. In the summer of 
1945, the kid stands on a California dock, 
points his fingers magician-style out at 
the Pacific horizon, and screams a series 
of prayerful "Arggggh!"s in his efforts to 
perform some war-ending miracle. He's 
trying to move heaven and earth to get 
his father home from a P.O.W. camp; the 
movie, confoundingly, intercuts the dad's 
capture and torture with the son's being 
tossed by small-town bullies into a dump¬ 
ster. The kid prays and arggghs until the 
filmmakers, gauche and monstrous, cue 
up a jubilant "This Little Light of Mine" for 
the payoff to a gag you will have dreaded 
since learning the film is called Little Boy 
and that "Little Boy" is its small-fry hero's 
nickname. One morning his neighbors are 
dancing in the street, and the headline 
in the local paper credits "Little Boy" 
with de facto ending the war. That God, 
always eager to smite foreign cities if you 
just believe ! Examinations of faith on film 
don't have to be noxious. This spring a 
welcome restoration of Rene Clement's 
1952 jewel Forbidden Games will be hit¬ 
ting screens. That's an honestfWm about 
children's faith and trauma in World War 
II, one about the ways that ritual can help 
us persevere through loss. But Little Boy 
is fitted for an era in which finding the 
faith that might sustain just isn't uplifting 
enough—despite the fact that that's the 
only thing faith can actually do. Instead, 
the faith of Pepper Busbee (Jakob Salvati) 
is just another superpower. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

TRUE STORY British director Rupert 
Goold's debut feature is a too-tasteful 
movie about a deeply unsavory subject: 

In 2002, ambitious and prolific New York 
Times reporter Michael Finkel—here 
played by Jonah Hill—was fired for bend¬ 
ing the facts in a Times magazine cover 
story about slave trading in modern-day 
Africa. As we see in the movie, he flies 
back to his home base in Montana in 
shame, struggling to rebuild his reputa¬ 
tion. Then he learns that his name has 
been "stolen" by an Oregon man 
who's just been arrested on suspicion 
of murdering his wife and three small 
children. Finkel meets with the man, 
creepy charmer Christian Longo (James 
Franco), who fawns over his writing and 
makes an enticing offer: He claims he 
can prove his innocence and will tell his 
story exclusively to Finkel. Finkel takes 
the bait and—bet you didn't see this com¬ 
ing—learns more about his own dark side 
as he delves into Longo's. Especially for 
a movie that springs from a horrific and 
grisly crime, True Story feels undershaped 
and indistinct; it's too dispassionate to be 
genuinely chilly. The focus is on the snake 
and snake-charmer interplay between 
Longo and Finkel, but not even that has 
the right degree of heft. The actors strive, 
with white-knuckle determination, to 
make the damn thing work. Even if we 
don't know how Finkel could buy so will¬ 
ingly into Longo's bill of goods, Hill—with 
his intent stare, the look of a man whose 
nerve endings have been frayed to bits— 
somehow makes us believe in the man's 
psychic suffering. But what to do about 
Franco? He's a gifted, hardworking actor; 
the problem is that all of his work shows

Calling All Fanboys and -Girls 

Fullerton Museum Center’s ‘Heroes and Villains’ is geeky in a good way

E very comic-book geek worthy of 
the term has his or her favorite 
writer and artist. It’s a question 
as important as favorite super¬ 
hero or “DC or Marvel?” We may bicker, 
but there’s little argument the best of the 
best (Kirby, Jimenez, Ditko, Perez, etc.) 
is spearheaded by master illustrator Alex 
Ross, whose pioneering four-issue King¬ 
dom Come (co-written with Mark Waid) 
not only provides the thrill of potential 
superhero Armageddon, but also contains 
the most beautiful paintings of the tights- 
and-cape crowd assembled in one story. 

So it’s a bit of a coup that the slightly 
scaled-down touring version of the superla¬ 
tive “Heroes and Villains: The Comic Book 
Art of Alex Ross”—smartly put together by 
curator Jesse Kowalski from the Andy War¬ 
hol Museum—is on display locally at Ful¬ 
lerton Museum Center. On view for just the 
next few days, the exhibit examines Ross’ 
history as an illustrator and the process 
he undertakes to create his masterworks. 
The artist’s early works include drawings 
of Captain Marvel and Spider-Man (called 
“Spidey” and “Supper Heroes” in Ross’ 
grade-school scrawl), self-created comic 
books, Peanuts’ Charlie Brown wearing 
every superhero costume you can think of 
(including Wonder Woman’s), and intricate 
cardboard Justice League characters, glued 
together and hand-detailed. They indicate 
a young man obsessed, but it also seems 
fortuitous that his supportive mother also 
had a career as an illustrator. 

Her work on display are all elaborate, 
lifelike ads designed to sell cigarettes and 
soap, the realism of her imagery a neat con¬ 
trast to the young Ross’ fanboy art, as well 
as an artistic precursor to the more mature 
realism of his later efforts. Other influences 
include art-book artist Andrew Loomis; 
illustrator/painter J. C. Leyendecker, who 
painted more than 400 magazine covers and 
was the creator of the iconic Arrow Collar 
Man ads; and Leyendecker protege Norman 
Rockwell. Ross’ work usually holds its own, 
but hung next to his two forebears, his Iron 
Man, Thor and Hulk in profile (First Aveng¬ 
ers, 2010) seems inconsequential compared 
to the understated social consciousness of 
Normal Rockwell’s The Peace Lovers. 

Ross’ Kingdom Come #1 cover fares 
slightly better, thematically connected 
as it is to Rockwell’s anti-Vietnam War 
portrait, The Right to Know, but it’s in the 
more direct influence of a Leyendecker ad 
on a lithograph of the Joker and Harley 
Quinn (Tango With Evil, 1999) that he 
really scores. The intense sexuality of the 
latter riffs on the original picture’s cool 
sublimation—neither the man nor the 
woman in the Leyendecker are looking at 


each other—with Harley devotedly gazing 
at her beloved. The Joker’s hand is about 
her waist, fingers inching toward the color 
split of red and black at her crotch, but he’s 
intent only on making eye contact with the 
viewer. The light hits her harlequin cos¬ 
tume, accenting her curves and providing 
a sheen akin to a post-coital sweat. 

The remaining work is all in the style 
that we’ve grown to admire from Ross, 
covering a throng of Marvel and DC 
comic characters, as well as commercial 
art he did for non-comic sources. While 
it seems unfair to single out favorites in a 
uniformly impressive show of more than 
100 pieces, the orgy of exposed flesh, 
wings, gams, bulges, muscles, breasts 
and bright costumes in 1999’s Legion of 
Superheroes lithograph is almost achingly 
erotic, despite the artist’s care to give it a 
less overt, “innocent sexuality.” I was fas¬ 
cinated with the step-by-step visualiza¬ 
tions of Ross’ JLA Justice #1 and villain 
variant Legion of Doom covers, the pen¬ 
ciled, ink, marker and gouache art, featur¬ 
ing images of Aquaman, Flash, Wonder 
Woman, Batman, Green Lantern, Martian 
Manhunter and a congregation of Super 
Friends bad guys; his rich, evocative 
black-and-white closeups of the Spectre 
and Norman McCay (with Ross’ minister 
father providing the model) from King¬ 
dom Come; the vertigo-inducing angle of 


Batman: Knight Over Gotham, with Bruce 
Wayne perched atop a gargoyle overlook¬ 
ing the city, cape whipping in the breeze 
as if a living thing; JLA, The Original 
Seven (2000), its superheroes contrasted 
in the shadow-and-light pose of Freddie 
Mercury and the boys on the Queen II 
album cover; a panhandling, mentally ill 
Uncle Sam; model photographs Ross took 
to work off; even his work on the DVD 
release of the execrable camp fest Flash 
Gordon gives a nobility to Sam Jones’ 
blond locks and Max von Sydow’s yel- 
lowface Ming the Merciless that the film 
barely deserves. 

By imbuing decades-old icons with 
humanity, soul and new life, Ross not only 
blurs the line between the super and the 
human, but he also liberates superheroes 
from the thick black lines, primary col¬ 
ors and overinflated musculature of his 
forebears. By glorifying the mythology of 
tireless justice and a moral vision for the 
world, his work honors those aspirations 
as it helps keep that dream going.

W hen you walk into CocoRose Bou¬ 
tique, next to the theater/church 
in the Orange Circle, you'd never guess a 
25-year-old owned it. A storefront in the 
circle is enviable real estate, not to men¬ 
tion expensive, but Courtney Rose was 
determined to have it, so she put all her 
savings on the line. 

Two years ago, Rose was coming out 
of a long, hard run in retail. She had man¬ 
aged several boutiques, driving from Fash¬ 
ion Island to Los Angeles. Burnt out, she 
decided that if she were to put that much 
work into something, it might as well be 
her own. "After managing so many stores, 
I couldn't go backto just doing sales," she 
says. Rose had saved up enough money 
to get the ball rolling, and she pretty much 
leapt with no net after that. "I had no 
credit, and I refused to ask my family for 
money," she explains, though she was 
lucky enough to find one investor. 

As to getting one of the best retail 
locations in the county, Rose says it all 
came down to being annoying—and 
chocolate-dipped strawberries. "A lot 
of people wanted this space, and why 
would you give it to me?! I was 23 and 
a first-time renter," Rose says. "I just 
begged the landlord every day and kept 
bringing her desserts." 

Everything came together in just a 
few days with the help of her dad, a res¬ 
taurateur, and the grace of Home Depot 
employees. The spacious boutique is 
now filled with festival rompers, candles, 
bubble bath, soap and graphic tees. 

Sounds stressful, but Rose's easy¬ 
going attitude shows nothing of it. 

"For me, it's more stressful to work for 
someone else than myself," she says. 

You can bet that by 30, she'll be running 
an empire.

He Doesn’t Hate You 

Rick Walters of Rick Walters World Famous Tattoo Parlor 


T here’s very little denying Rick 
Walters is in more tattoo shops 
around the globe than any 
other artist. Stickers display¬ 
ing the legendary tattooer’s bearded face 
and the phrase “RICK WALTERS HATES 
YOU” bless thousands of workstations 
and equipment cases. Hell, there are even 
T-shirts and posters (including one at the 
Amsterdam Tattoo Museum). 

According to Walters, the whole thing 
started as a joke. A friend posted an angry- 
looking photo of him online, another 
friend added the text, and the design 
became history. Of course, after 60 years 
of tattooing (more than 50 of them as a 
professional) and watching SoCal’s scene 
grow from its infancy, the owner of Rick 
Walters World Famous Tattoo Parlor in 
Sunset Beach deserves to have tens of 
thousands of stickers of his face circulat¬ 
ing across the globe. “I started messing 
up my friends when I was little,” Walters 
says. “I started doing hand-poked tattoos 
at 10, and when I was 16 or 17,1 got a real 
machine, but that just made it easier to 
make a mess. In 1965,1 was 19, and my 
friend opened up a shop in Lawndale 
because the rent there was cheap, and it’s 
been all downhill since then.” 

In 1978, Walters brought his artistry to 
one of the oldest and most iconic parlors 
in history: Bert Grimm’s World Famous 
Tattoo in Long Beach. During Walters’ 25 
years there, he worked with and appren¬ 
ticed some of the biggest names in tattoo¬ 
ing. Between the art on his skin and the 
flash that lines the walls of his shop, Wal¬ 
ters owns enough classic American tradi¬ 
tional tattoo artwork to fill a small museum. 

“There’s probably about $70,000 worth 
of flash in the shop right now. A lot of the 
sheets are the originals off the walls of Bert 
Grimm’s,” Walters says. “There are sheets 
from Dave Gibson, Doug Stewart, Snickers 
[who was also in 1970s punk band the Sim- 
pletones] and a bunch of other guys.” 
Considering that so many of the

70-year-old’s contemporaries no longer 
practice, Walters has seen generation 
after generation of tattooers come and go. 
While many veterans would tell you the 
recent influx of tattooers is different, Wal¬ 
ters says it isn’t all that special. “Tattooing 
doesn’t really change,” Walters says. “It 
just keeps going in a vicious cycle. Every 15 
to 20 years, we get some art kids who think 
they can tattoo like they oil paint. They 
don’t realize it has to have the black in it 
because the black ink is carbon-based, so 
it dries, gets hard and acts like a wall. The 
color wants to keep spreading, so if you 
don’t use enough black, it’ll just look like a 
puddle of melted crayons after 15 years.” 

In Walters’ eyes, the problem for some 
modern artists isn’t necessarily not using 
enough black. Rather, he believes that 
some of today’s neotraditional artists 
are using black lines that are too thick, 
which could affect how the tattoos look 
over time. “These new kids talk about 
doing traditional tattoos, but they’re really 
doing neotraditional tattoos and trying 
to make them look 15 years old,” Walters 
says. “Those black lines are going to keep 
spreading over time, too. They’re going to 
double in size every five years, so when 
they’re 20 years old, the lines will look like 
they were done with electrical tape. In 
the old days, apprentices learned that shit. 
These days, 80 percent of tattooers don’t 
even learn to tattoo the right way. Just 
because you can paint a picture doesn’t 
mean you can tattoo.”

Fund Your Battle Station

Left-wing KPFK-FM 90.7 fights to stay on the air

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f e are listener- 

M mm m sponsored radio/’ 
Iff U Margaret Prescod 
pleads on a recent 

Thursday morning. “We do not want to 
close our doors! That’s how serious this is.” 

Sojourner Truth Radio’s Prescod plays a 
clip of Martin Luther King Jr. after urging 
KPFK-FM 90.7 listeners to pledge to the 
station in exchange for an archival com¬ 
pilation of the social-justice preacher’s 
speeches. Phone-room volunteers answer 
calls as they stream in steadily. Prescod’s 
golden-brown dreadlocks frame her face 
as the slow tenor of her voice reaches a 
frenzied pitch during the last 10 minutes 
of her show. 

The station is in full-on survival mode. 
It needs to raise $300,000 during this 
one-week emergency fund drive, or it 
will have to go off the air and lock the 
doors to its two-story red-brick building 
in North Hollywood. 

Since 1959, KPFK has remained a 
fixture on the Los Angeles-area dial. 

The station was the second one enlisted 
in Pacifica Radio founder Lewis Hill’s 
vision for a pacifist airwaves supported 
by the people, beginning with KPFA in 
Berkeley. His model for listener-spon¬ 
sored media would later be emulated 


by the Public Broadcasting Service and 
National Public Radio. 

Being free from commercials and corpo¬ 
rate underwriting allowed KPFK to offer 
an outlet for left-wing politics through 
the decades. In 1974, the Symbionese Lib¬ 
eration Army (SLA) famously delivered 
recordings of kidnapped heiress Patty 
Hearst to the station. The manager went 
to jail rather than turn SLA members over 
to the FBI. Today, the station offers politi¬ 
cal perspectives ranging from progressive 
democrats to anti-capitalist anarchists. 

Its financial duress wasn’t always so 
extreme. Ten years ago, right out of col¬ 
lege, I started co-producing KPFK’s flag¬ 
ship show, Uprising Radio, with Sonali 
Kolhatkar. With Dubya in the White 
House and U.S. ground troops occupying 
Iraq, the political left flooded the streets 
in protest. KPFK’s anti-war bent stood out 
in a media landscape too busy genuflect- 
ingbefore a modern-day Moloch demand¬ 
ing sacrifices of youth on the battlefield. 

When fund drives rolled around, the 
station’s phone lines lit up. Clips of the 
late American historian and political sci¬ 
entist Howard Zinn criticizing the war 
was all it took to top $10,000 in an hour. 
KPFK would raise nearly $1 million in a 
span of two weeks. 


That was then. 

Now, Anyel Zuberi Fields finishes 
answering phones during the pledge 
drive before settling in his office. “The 
station has been running about a four- 
year deficit. During most of that time, 
there hasn’t been any change in the 
way that we raise funds,” he explains. 

“We were going to hit a point where we 
couldn’t even pay our utilities.” 

Fields is determined to become a sta¬ 
bilizing presence, though his position is 
as tenuous as the station’s future. After 
nine years with KPFK, he took the reins 
as interim general manager in July and 
opened up revenue streams other than 
the fund drives, which constitute 98 per¬ 
cent of its funding. The money is starting 
to trickle in. Listeners can now become 
Sustainer Circle members by signing up 
for automatic monthly donations. Media 
sponsorship for big events such as the Pan 
African Film Festival has been monetized. 

The hope is to break new ground while 
trying to dig the station out of a hole. 
Fields wants to repair the newsroom and 
build trust anew with listeners. But in 
times of crisis such as this, there’s only 
one way to get a quick cash infusion. “If 
we didn’t have this fund drive, we couldn’t 
make payroll; we couldn’t pay utilities and 


a whole slew of other bills,” Fields says. 

He contemplated shutting the station 
down until it caught up with its finances; 
if the emergency drive flops, his hand will 
be forced to do so. 

The blame game for the station’s woes 
fires in every direction. One thing all can 
agree on is the need to preserve rebel 
radio on the airwaves. “KPFK means dif¬ 
ferent things to different people,” Prescod 
says. “It’s a valuable resource for people 
working in social change.” 

That line of work has gotten harder 
with the fallout from the Great Recession, 
a downturn that also hit the station hard. 
Just as the anti-war movement energized 
the station 10 years ago, the current 
moment holds the possibility of it con¬ 
necting with the disaffected. “We are the 
only place that’s going to provide that,” 
program director Alan Minsky says. 

KPFK took Pacifica host and Marxist 
economist Richard Wolff out for talks 
on the crisis to packed audiences in Feb¬ 
ruary, including at the Delhi Center in 
Santa Ana. “The promise is unrivaled,” 
Minsky says. “KPFK is the primary media 
outlet that can make sure that the evolu¬ 
tion of Southern California continues on 
a progressive path.”

WRIGHT RECORDS 

The Wright Way 

New record label ushers Sublime-y bands into 

today’s music industry

A growing number of successful 
bands and packed shows in 
Orange County all have one name 
in common: Wright Records. 
Building a local launch pad for artists 
worthy of success has become a mission for 
Nathan Wright, founder of the Lake Forest- 
based record label and California Sound 
Studios, a recording and rehearsal space 
that doubles as the label’s headquarters. 

“If an artist has great music and can get 
out there and perform and entertain, this 
is the platform to be recognized through,” 
Wright says. “We want the best artists 
around to know that, so they can let us 
know they’re here and we can sign them.” 

Founded in 2003, Wright Records 
arrived just as the 20th-century version of 
the music industry was shuffling out. “We 
came in at a time when Tower Records 
was going out of business and the Internet 
was becoming mainstream,” Wright says. 
“We had an initial deal for in-store distri¬ 
bution, but all of that kind of went the way 
of the dinosaur.” 

Instead of going extinct with the old 
business model, Wright and his team, 
most of them musicians themselves, 
started searching Southern California and 
the Web for artists who could become 
the Next Big Thing. “It’s the new A&R 
formula for the industry,” Wright says. 
“Going out to shows, scouting on the 
Internet for new talent, getting familiar 
with who’s making good songs and what 
they’re doing.” 

The inspiration to start the label came 
from Wright’s father, Frank D. Wright, 
a producer, engineer and musician who 
worked with multiple major record labels. 
“One of the fundamentals of business is 
using the tools at your disposal,” Wright 
says. “My dad was a guitar player, and 
he played for the band Chicago, [as well 
as] Sonny and Cher, and he had a lot of 
resources and contacts.” 


Today, Frank produces Wright Records’ 
rock artists, and Warren G (of “Regulate” 
fame) produces most of the hip-hop and 
R&B artists. 

Nathan Wright invites bands that make 
an impression to perform at California 
Sound Studios and finds out what makes 
them tick before adding them to the label. 
“It boils down to marketability and lyrical 
content, but [artists] go through the filter¬ 
ing process,” Wright says. “Not only who 
has good music, but who has good work¬ 
ing relationships, communication skills, a 
work ethic and all the things that go into 
being successful.” 

Today, as a subsidiary of Sony Music 
Entertainment, Wright Records can offer 
artists a worldwide distribution network; 
streaming radio; and placement in com¬ 
mercials, TV shows and movies. Of the 
40 or so artists currently in the Wright 
Records stable, the most successful are 
producing what Wright calls “the new 
world music,” a rock/reggae stomp that 
Southern California perfected back in 
Sublime’s heyday. 

“We work a lot with people like No 
Doubt, Steel Pulse, Snoop, Warren G and 
artists who have come up through Long 
Beach and Orange County—they’re really 
helping us,” Wright says. “We’ve got quite 
the roster building up in that genre, and 
it’s snowballing into a huge fan base for 
our bands.” 

Wright and his label have thrived by 
keeping things simple and putting in the 
day-in, day-out grunt work that includes 
booking and promoting live shows, seek¬ 
ing out commercial placement for songs, 
and developing artists who have the 
potential to reach a higher level. “If you 
can stay consistent, making music and 
performing good shows and building your 
name up,” Wright says, “you almost win by 
default because no one else can do that.”

F ortunate Youth, a six-piece reggae outfit 
from the South Bay, know just how lucky 
they are. While "fortunate" may be an obvious 
descriptor for guys who get to travel the coun¬ 
try playing reggae, the "youth" part has gained 
more significance as five years of recording 
and touring have expanded the group's posi¬ 
tive vibe to a national, all-ages audience. 

"We've heard from parents throughout the 
whole country that their 7- and 8-year-olds love 
our music," says drummer Jordan Rosenthal. 

One particular member of the band's prepu- 
bescentfan base gets extra love and support 
from the group at each show she attends. "A 
good friend of ours has a daughter who was 
battling cancer at a very young age," Rosen¬ 
thal explains. "She fought it and has been 
very successful.... She's happy and young 
and talented and amazing, and she comes 
to every show she can. We always give her 
a bunch of love; we're so happy every time 
she's there_It's great to be a part of some¬ 

thing that can help people in need." 

The band also give back to less-than- 
fortunate youths by supporting a nonprofit 
that brings music-education classes to 
underfunded inner-city schools. "For the past 
couple of years, we've been part of a compila¬ 
tion called Music Unites, which was released 
digitally and hit huge on the Billboard charts," 
Rosenthal says. "We're lucky that, as we get 
more popular, we can help others and remain 
appreciative of everything."

Formed from the ashes of two previous 
bands, the members of Fortunate Youth have 
been working nearly nonstop since they 
joined forces five years ago. "Our first show 
was for our manager's birthday party on short 
notice, and we felt so fortunate to get together 
and have that happen," Rosenthal says. The 
group turned that feeling into not only a band 
name, but also a mission statement. 

"No matter what music we grew up on, 
all of us feel the passion and emotion of reg¬ 
gae music, as well as the positive message," 
Rosenthal says. 

Fortunate Youth have spent nearly as much 
time on the road as off in the years since 
they formed. On the heels of their album 
Don't Think Twice (released May 5), they are 
embarking on a seven-date headlining tour up 
the California coast, beginning Thursday, May 
14 at the Observatory and ending at the Cali 
Roots Festival in Monterey at the end of the 
month. They'll be joined by U.K. reggae hip- 
hop troupe the Skints and Hawaiian quintet 
the Steppas. 

Traveling the country to preach the gospel 
of reggae is a positive experience, according 
to Rosenthal, even in unexpected places. "It's 
nice when you're in a state like Alabama or 
somewhere you've only heard about, and you 
meet the greatest, nicest people ever," he 
says. "You're just stoked."
